Sir Willdam Ramsay, writes to the 
Loudon ‘imes, enciosiny, a translation 
of part of an articie which appears 
in the current numoer of tue Comptes 
rendus” of the French Acauemy of 
Science.

In tke 
shrapnel the bails are contained in a 
eylindri al box, two and cuehalt 
incoes in diameter, and the inter- 
stices betwean the balls re tillea py 
the violet brown powder,’ containing 
97 per cent. of phosphorus. The balis 
are roughened, s0 as to retain a cer- 
tain quantity of adhering phosphorus.

This 
should be speedily called t. the no- 
tice of surgeons, for phusphorus pro 
duces mortification of the tissues in 
contact evwn with a shrapnel ball;
